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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed on 9/29/06. 
Accordingly, claims 1 2-33 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 32 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Andrews (5,911,121), previously cited. 

-Regarding to claim 32, see figures 6 and 8, and col. 6, lines 20-31 , 
Andrews discloses a wireless communication terminal (1 0) (see figures 6 and 8) 
comprising: 

a first user exchangeable cover part (40) (see figure 6); and 
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a second user exchangeable cover part (40) (figure 8) configured to be 
interchangeable with the first user exchangeable cover part, 

wherein the first user exchangeable cover part comprises a first type of 

user interface (e.g., having five function keys (Fl F5) (see figure 6)), and 

wherein the second user exchangeable cover part comprises a second different 
type of user interface ((e.g., having six function keys (Fl , F6) (see figure 8) 
and/or a user scratchpad (see configuration with values "2" and "6" of TABLE 2, 
col. 5, line 13 to col. 6, line 31), 

wherein the second different type of user interface, therefore, might have 
a function key F6 and/or a user scratchpad, not on the first user exchangeable 
cover part, since the first user exchangeable cover part (see figure 6) is 
configured not to include the function key F6 and the user scratchpad. 

-Regarding to claim 33, as applied to claim 32, Andrews discloses that 
the first type of user interface comprises a key pad (containing keys (1,2,3, 
etc.), and wherein the second type of user interface comprises a scratchpad in 
addition to a key pad (containing keys (1 , 2, 3, etc.), (the scratchpad inherently 
being a special type of touchpad and having a touch pad on the cover part for 
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user interface, and therefore, considered here equivalent with the limitation 
"touchpad"; and for clarifying said inherency, the examiner now additionally 
cites Yranainen et al (7,1 36,048) teaching a scratchpad being a special type of 
touchpad and having a touch pad (202) on a cover part for user interface (see 
figure 2, and col. 3, lines 10-19). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 12-31 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, filed on 9/29/06, have been fully considered. 
Claims 12 and 31 are indicated allowable as set forth above. However, claims 
32 and 33, after being amended, are deemed not overcome Andrews because 
of reasons set forth in this Office Action. 

Conclusion 

6. Reference Yranainen et al (7,1 36,048) is additionally cited because it 
pertinent to the claimed device.
